STREET  GARAGE  COMPANY,  INC.,  an  Indiana  corporation  ("CSGC**), 
filed  with  this  Board  its  petition  for  permission  to  construct, 
install,  erect,  occupy,  maintain,  improve,  replace  and  remove 
an  elevated  pedestrian  walkway  structure  across  the  alley 
running  east  to  west,  in  the  block  bordered  by  Clinton  Street, 
Calhoun  Street,  Berry  Street  and  Wayne  Street  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  "Alley")  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana, 
more  particularly  described  hereinbelow  (hereinafter  referred 
to  as  the  "Bridge"),  which  Bridge  would  connect  the  buildings 
being  constructed  on  the  real  estate  abutting  on  either  side  of 
the  Alley  and  would  be  built  in  substantial  compliance  with  the 
plans  prepared  by  Tom  Thomas,  Schenkel  & Schultz,  Inc.,  as 
Project  87120,  87125  dated  August  3,  1987  ("Plans");  and 
WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  ("City")  acting  by  and 
through  its  Board  of  Public  Works  with  the  approval  of  its 
Mayor,  joined  in  said  petition;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Board  desires  to  grant  such  Petition;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Board  now  finds  and  determines  that: 

1.  Town  Center  Garage  Company,  an  Indiana 

general  partnership,  is  leasing,  by  ground  lease  from 

Loop  Realties,  Incorporated,  an  Indiana  corporation, 

by  assignment  from  Lincoln  National  Bank  and  Trust 

Company  of  Fort  Wayne,  certain  real  estate 

immediately  abutting  the  north  side  of  Wayne  St  reet 

and  the  south  side  of  the  alley,  which  said  real 

estate  is  more  particularly  described  as  follows: 

Lots  1,  2,  3,  4,  5 and  6 in  Kilbourne  & 

Perry  Subaddition  to  the  City  of  Fort 

Wayne,  according  to  the  recorded  plat 

thereof,  being  a subdivision  of  Lots  126 
and  127  and  the  East  half  of  the  5 foot 

vacated  alley  immediately  West  of  Lot  127. 


and  from  Lincoln  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company  of 

Fort  Wayne#  certain  real  estate  immediately  abutting 

the  north  side  of  Wayne  Street  and  the  west  side  of 

Clinton  Street#  which  said  real  estate  is  more 

particularly  described  as  follows: 

Lot  125  in  the  original  plat  of  the  City  of 
Fort  Wayne#  Allen  County#  Indiana. 

on  which  Town  Center  Garage  Company  is  constructing  a 

multi-story  parking  garage  to  be  known  as  Clinton  at 

Wayne  Parking  Garage. 

2.  Lincoln  National  Bank  & Trust  Company  of 

Fort  Wayne  is  the  owner  of  all  the  real  estate 

immediately  abutting  the  west  side  of  Clinton  Street 

between  Berry  Street  and  the  Alley#  which  said  real 

estate  is  more  particularly  described  as  follows: 

East  40’  of  Lot  108  and  West  20’  of  Lot 
109.  East  40’  of  Lot  109#  Lot  110#  111# 

and  Lots  4#  5#  6 of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne# 

Allen  County#  Indiana. 

3.  The  Bridge  would  connect  the  Lincoln 

National  Bank  Tower  on  the  north  side  of  the  Alley 

with  the  Clinton  at  Wayne  Parking  Garage  on  the  south 

side  of  the  Alley  in  the  following  described  location: 

Beginning  at  a point  on  the  west  property 
line  in  the  northwest  corner  of  the  Clinton 
at  Wayne  Parking  Garage  site  and  extending 
63  feet  to  the  east  face  of  the  walkway  and 
extending#  from  the  same  point#  55  feet  6 
inches  to  the  west  face  of  the  walkway# 
said  walkway  having  a width  of  7 feet  6 
inches;  the  south  edge  of  the  walkway  will 
be  at  point  8 feet  south  of  the  north 
property  line  of  the  Clinton  at  Wayne 
Parking  Garage  site  extending  22  feet  6 
inches  to  the  north  end  of  the  walkway. 

See  A-4  of  the  Plans  a copy  of  which  is  attached  as 

Exhibit  ’’A”. 

4.  The  Bridge  would  have  a minimum  clearance 
above  the  crown  of  the  pavement  of  the  Alley  of  at 
least  sixteen  (16)  feet  measured  in  a perpendicular 
line. 
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5.  Lincoln  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company  of 
Fort  Wayne,  as  the  owner  of  the  real  estate  described 
in  paragraph  3 north  of  the  property  line,  and  Loop 
Realties,  Incorporated  as  the  owner  of  the  real 
estate  described  in  paragraph  3 south  of  the  property 
line  will,  upon  completion  of  these  proceedings, 
become  the  respective  owners  of  the  air  space  between 
805.91  feet  above  sea  level  and  767.16  feet  above  sea 
level  according  to  the  datum  shown  on  the  Plans, 
above  the  abutting  parts  of  the  Alley  to  the  center 
line  thereof. 

6.  The  Bridge  would  not  be  detrimental  to,  or 
inconsistent  with,  the  free  use  of  the  easement  of 
the  public  in  the  Alley. 

7.  The  Bridge  would  be  beneficial  to  the  public 
and  contribute  to  the  public  safety  of  the  City. 

8.  The  Bridge  would  relieve  congestion  and 
traffic  from  the  movement  of  pedestrians  across  the 
surface  of  the  Alley  from  the  Lincoln  National  Bank 
Tower  to  the  Clinton  at  Wayne  Parking  Garage  and  vice 
versa . 

9.  It  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City  to 
grant  such  Petition. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  pursuant  to  the  power  and  authority  granted  it 
by  the  provisions  of  Indiana  Code  Section  36-9-2-6,  BE  AND  IT 
IS  HEREBY  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Indiana,  that; 

1.  This  Board  grant  to  CSGC,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  permission  to  construct,  install,  erect, 
occupy,  maintain,  improve,  replace  and  remove  the 
Bridge  across  the  Alley,  to  connect  the  Lincoln 
National  Bank  Tower  on  the  north  side  of  the  Alley 
with  the  Clinton  at  Wayne  Parking  Garage  on  the  south 
side  of  the  Alley,  in  the  location  north  of  Wayne 
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street  and  west  of  Clinton  Street  in  the  City  of  Fort 


Wayne,  Indiana,  more  particularly  described  in 
finding  paragraph  number  3 hereinabove  and  Exhibit 
"A"  as  attached,  and  in  substantial  compliance  with 
the  Plans. 

2.  City  grant  to  CSGC,  its  successors  and 


construct,  install,  erect,  occupy,  maintain,  improve, 
replace  and  remove  the  Bridge  in  the  air  space  as 
more  particularly  described  in  finding  paragraph 
number  3 hereinabove. 

3.  The  rights  herein  granted  are  subject  to  the 
obligation  of  CSGC  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  all 
costs  of  construction,  installation,  erection, 
occupancy,  maintenance,  replacement  and  removal  of 
the  Bridge,  including  repairs  necessary  to  the  street 
and  sidewalks  below  caused  by  CSGC's  exercise  of  the 
rights  granted  herein  and  its  obligation  to 
indemnify,  defend,  protect  and  hold  City  harmless 
from  and  against  any  and  all  liability,  claims, 
expense,  damages,  actions  and  causes  of  action 
arising  out  of  CSGC’s  exercising  the  rights  granted 
herein. 

4.  The  obligations  of  Town  Center  Garage 
Company  shall  be  deemed  to  be  obligations  running 
with  the  above-described  real  estate  upon  which 
Clinton  at  Wayne  Parking  Garage  is  being  constructed 
and,  by  granting  the  permission  herein  request.  City 
agrees  to  look  only  to  the  then  lessee  of  that  real 
estate  for  the  performance  of  those  obligations. 

5.  No  partner  of  Town  Center  Garage  Company  or 
shareholder  of  CSGC  shall  be  personally  liable  for 
the  observance  or  performance  of  Town  Center  Garage 
Company  or  CSGC's  obligations  hereunder,  all  such

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liability  by  them  being  limited  to  the  partnership 
assets  of  Town  Center  Garage  Company  and  corporate 
assets  of  CSGC  respectively. 


6.  The  real  estate  which  may  be  injuriously  or 
beneficially  affected  by  the  Bridge  is  the  real 
estate  on  the  north  side  of  the  Alley  upon  which  the 
Lincoln  National  Bank  Tower  is  situated  as  more 
particularly  described  in  finding  paragraph  number  2 
hereinabove,  and  the  real  estate  on  the  south  side  of 
the  Alley  upon  which  the  Clinton  at  Wayne  Parking 
Garage  is  being  constructed,  as  more  particularly 
described  in  finding  paragraph  number  1 hereinabove.
